Universities created the 
program. UNO is one of 
145 participating univer- 
sities. 

Clair Fleener with 
the Office of Academic 
and Student Affairs at 
UNO said the project 
was created to address 
the problem of declining 
public interest in com- 
munity affairs and gov- 
ernment. It is the first of 
its kind to take a system- 
atic look at community 
engagement and focus 
on college students, he 
said. 

Students are in a 
unique position because 
they have a lot of influ- 
ence as young voters and 
consumers, Fleener said. 

“Democracy is not a 
spectator sport. It’s not 


something that you can 
invent once, put on the 
shelf and expect it to be 
there in the same form 
when you go back to it 10 
years later.” 

The main goal of the 
project is to increase citi- 
zen activity in things 
such as community 
groups, volunteer organ- 
izations and_ politics. 
Fleener said one thing 
the program will do is 
recognize, encourage 
and reward the civic-ori- 
ented activities that are 
already going on at 
UNO. 

As part of a two- 
phase project, the newly 
renamed Criss Library 
received a $6.9 million, 
three-story, 31,500 square 
foot addition. The addi- 
tion is to be named for 
Dr. Guinter Kahn, a 1954 
Omaha University grad- 
uate. Kahn, who is noted 
for discovering the hair 
growth stimulant, 


Minoxidil, made a major: 


gift for the addition in 
honor of the 50th 
anniversary of his gradu- 
ation. 

The design phase of 
the addition will take 
about a year and con- 
struction will take about 
20 months. The second 
phase of the project is 
renovation of the current 
building. Increased 
usage of the library 
prompted the need for 
the library addition and 
renovation. In the 2002- 
03 school year, 607,972 
students made use of the 
library, an increase of 
more than 100,000 since 
the 1999-00 school year.

The University of 
Nebraska at Omaha Student 
Government elections ended 
in controversy as the top vote- 
getters for student president- 
regent and vice president were 
disqualified. 

Jono Croskey, a junior 
from Omaha, unseated Joe 
Bilek in a runoff election for 
president of the UNO student 
body. 

Croskey collected 524 
votes to 273 for Bilek. 

Bilek was second and 
Croskey third behind Tom 
Centarri, who was later dis- 
qualified by a UNO student 
court for exceeding the $500 
campaign spending limit. 

The school’s student court 
upheld three grievances 
against candidates ‘Tom 
Centarri and Molly Miller. The 
grievances were filed by the 
second-place finishers, Joe 
Bilek and Kane Miller. 

Grievances. have been 
filed following the UNO stu- 
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dent elections almost every 
year since 1997. The main 
grievance against Centarri- 
Miller contends that they 
exceeded the $500 spending 
limit. 

“We formed a party called 
the Rhino Party and split the 
cost for 100 T-shirts ($640) 
among our 20 candidates,” 
Centarri said. “Tt doesn’t say in 
the rules that we can’t share 
expenses.” The disqualification 
grew from a grievance filed by 
Bilek and Kane Miller. 

“We filed (the grievances) 
on the first day of the elections 
when we didn’t have any idea 
of what the outcome would 
be,” he said. “We just didn’t 
think that their reasoning for 
exceeding the spending limits 
stood up to the student rules.” 

The runoff became neces- 
sary when none of the candi- 
dates received more than 50 
percent of the total vote. 

In the primary’ election, 
Centarri-Miller collected 458 
votes, 110 more than Bilek- 
Miller. Jono Croskey 
and Kyle Gunn, had 
placed third with 324 
votes. 

In the run-off elec- 
tion, Bilek and his run- 
ning mate, Kane Miller, 
received 75 fewer votes 
in the runoff election 
than in the first election. 
Croskey and his run- 
ning mate, Kyle Gunn, 
gained 200 votes. 

As_ student body 
president, Croskey 
serves on the NU 
Board of Regents and 
in discussion of student 
issues with the UNO 
administration.

UNO were 
shocked when they learned 
that an escaped felon, who 
was serving time for rape and 
kidnapping, was spotted in 
the University of Nebraska at 
Omaha’s Milo Bail Student 
Center. 

On Feb. 3, 2004, prison 
escapee Michael McGuire 
was spotted on a surveillance 
camera shortly after 6:30 p.m. 
inside the north entrance of 
the Student Center, investiga- 
tors said. He tried to place a 
phone call to his lawyer, 
James Martin Davis, on a pay 
phone near that entrance. 

Davis was not available 
for comment. } 

McGuire escaped from a 
Tecumseh, Neb., prison earli- 
er that morning. 

Josh Shipman, a UNO 
student and Information desk 
employee who worked that 
evening, said an Omaha 
police officer interviewed and 
asked Shipman if he had seen 
McGuire and possibly an 
accomplice enter the Student 
Center. He proceeded to show 
him a mug shot of McGuire. 

Andrew Vaughn, also a 
student and_ Information 


Desk employee, said, he and 
Shipman did 


not see 


McGuire. 

“It was a 
little bit of a sur- 
prise,” Vaughn 
said. “If we had 
further notice 
beforehand, we 
might have 
been able to 
notice him.” 

McGuire, 
an inmate at the 
Tecumseh. State 
Correctional 
Institution, 
escaped while 
on a medical 
transfer at 9:45 
a.m. on Feb. 3. 

A handgun was waiting 
for McGuire inside a 
Tecumseh hospital restroom 
after he finished a medical 
test, according to the 
Nebraska State Patrol. 

McGuire, 54, used a gun 
to overpower two prison 
guards, take control of a state 
van and flee north from 
Tecumseh. 

The prison guards were 
later found unharmed and 
handcuffed to a tree by the 
side of a road _ near 
Plattsmouth, Neb., said State 
Patrol officials. Police found 
the prison van shortly before 4 
p.m. near 25th Street and St. 
Mary’s Avenue in Omaha.

McGuire began serving 
time in August of 1983 for 
first-degree sexual assault, 
robbery, use of a firearm to 
commit a felony and kidnap- 
ping. He was sentenced up to 
193 years in prison. In June 
2001, he was involved in an 


escape attempt at _ the 
Nebraska State Penitentiary in 
Lincoln.

Omaha community took a 
sigh of relief on Feb. 7, when 
Omaha police apprehended 
McGuire near 49th and 
Dodge Streets inside Mojo’s 
Coffeehouse. Officers from 
the Nebraska State Patrol and 
Omaha police were on his 
trail that day after receiving a 
tip, said State Patrol officials.

said 
McGuire was seen by a State 
patrolman near 48th Street 
and Capitol Avenue. When 
McGuire discovered that he 
was being followed, he took 
off running. Once Omaha 
police officers arrived at the 
scene, McGuire and two 
Omaha __ police _ officers 
exchanged gunfire. McGuire 
then began running from the 
officers and entered Mojo’s 
Coffeehouse at 4826 Dodge St. 

McGuire was captured at 
about 1:45 p.m. and transport- 
ed to the: Omaha Correctional 
Center. 

The State Patrol said no 
injuries were reported. R

— UNOs School of 
Social Work has expanded 
across the state. In March, 
eight professors of the school 
began teaching master’s of 
social work courses at the 
University of Nebraska at 
Kearney. The program will run 
until the summer of 2006. UNK 
has a bachelor’s of social work 
program, but wanted to extent 
it's outreach. The goal of the 
School of Social Work and the 
master’s program is to create 
stronger communities. 
Support for the program came 
from the NU central adminis- 
tration. 

— The College of Business 
Administration at UNO was 
recognized from U.S. New and 
World Report and internation- 
al business honor society. In 
September, the magazine listed 
the college as one of the top 150 
in the country. It was the first 
time BCA has been ranked. 
The ranking is done through 
surveys filled out by deans and 


administrators from business 
schools around the country. 

— Seven University of 
Nebraska at Omaha graduate 
programs were nationally rec- 
ognized in the 2004 and 2005 
editions of “America’s Best 
Graduate Schools, ” by US. 
News & World Report. Ami 
259 similar programs and 18 
among public universities, 
UNO ranked 26™" nationally in 
the overall Public Affairs cate- 
Gury. 

Specialty areas within the 
public affairs category were 
ranked individually. Those 
area rankings _ include 
Information Science and 
Technology being ranked 
eighth nationally among 12 
similar programs and fifth 
nationally among public uni- 
versities. Public Management 
Administration ranked 27th 
nationally out of 37 similar pro- 
grams and 18th nationally 
among public universities. City 


Management and Urban 
Policy ranked 29th nationally 
out of 33 similar programs and 
16th nationally among public 
universities. Public Finance 
and Budgeting ranked 2ist 
nationally among 33 similar 
programs and 15th nationally 
among public universities. 

In addition, CPACS had 
the School of Social Work 
receive a national ranking in 
the health-related disciplines 
category.

“Tt wasn't the intent of me, 
it wasn’t the intent of Kim, it 
wasn’t the intent of any of the 
‘staff members to directly attack 
or offend any one person or 
group,” Gateway Editor-in- 
Chief Josie Loza said, referring 
to the April Fool's edition of The 
Gateway which hit UNO 
newsstands March 30, 2004. 

The four-page issue, titled 
“The Ghettoway,” created a 
firestorm for the independent, 
student-run newspaper. Staff 
~ members claim its content was 
intended to be lighthearted, 
humorous and seen as a spoof 
toward the occasional 
uncaught mistakes in the paper. 
Though some people perceived 
it that way, for others it caused 
more negative reaction than 
laughter.

UNO students recover 
from critical injuries

UNO students Jamie 
Snodgrass, Rachel Wade 
and Pavel Kazantsev were 
seriously injured in sepa- 
rate accidents during the 
2003-04 school year. 

Snodgrass, 18, is slow- 
ly recovering from an acci- 
dent that left her in a 
coma. Snodgrass’ condi- 
tion has been upgraded to 
stable and she is currently 
receiving treatment at a 
quality-living facility at 
Emmanuel Hospital as of 


March 5, 2004. 
- Snodgrass was 
involved in a two-car 


crash near 120th Street 
and Miracle Hills Drive on 
Oct. 21, 2003. Snodgrass 
was driving south on 
120th Street when she col- 
lided with another vehicle 
that was turning into an 
apartment complex, said 
her mother Kim Harris. 
Snodgrass was criti- 
cally injured and suffered 
head injuries from the 
accident. At the time of 
the accident Snodgrass 
was not wearing a seatbelt 
and was taken to the 
Nebraska Medical Center 
by helicopter where she 
remained in a coma for 
three weeks. Snodgrass 
suffered a mild stroke but 
has shown signs of 
improvement. She cur- 
rently undergoes physical 
therapy for her injuries. 
Snodgrass suffers 
from short-term memory 


loss and is undergoing 
physical therapy. At the 
quality-living facility, she 
is learning life skills, 
physical therapy and 
speech and language ther- 
apy. 
After the accident, 
Snodgrass was given a

If the statistics are true, 
one out of every 10 college 
aged women have an eating 
disorder. Over the past 
semester the University of 
Nebraska at Omaha _ has 
made every effort to reach 
that affected 10 percent of its 
population. 

Ellyn Pohlson began a 
support group. While the 
participants are few, they are 
encouraging and engaging, 
Pohlson said. 

“The fact that they keep 
coming back shows that [the 
group] must be _ helping 
them,” Pohlson said. 

The Public 
Relations Student 
Society of America 
helped get the ball 
rolling with an aware- 
ness campaign called 
“Feed Your Friends 
Knowledge: Facts 
Save Lives.” Fora full 
week, a group devot- 
ed to eating disorders 
awareness collected 
jeans for the Great 
Jean Giveaway and 
manned tables in 
MBSC. 

“They did such 
an excellent job,” said 
Marcia Adler, coordi- 
nator of . Student 
Health Services. “It 

was such a good, cre- 
ative way of getting 
people aware of a real- 
ly deadly illness.” 

The awareness 
campaign was a way 
to encourage friends 
or family members to 
speak up, a way to 


body to an issue that’s nor- 
mally spoken about in shad- 
ows behind closed doors. 

While Adler is proud of 
PRSSA’s passion about the 
illness, she still faces daily 
fears about students with eat- 
ing disorders. 

“They just need to know 
that a lot of people care about 
them,” Adler emphasized. 
“My goal is to have students 
feel safe in letting someone 
know that they’re hurting.” 

Adler said that UNO is 
blessed with a caring Student 
Health Services staff. 


“We've spent our 


careers counseling for stu- 
dents,” Adler said. 


desensitize the student disorders awareness campaign. 
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In a previous interview, 
Adler emphasized that these 
illnesses are severely sensi- 
tive, but also quite deadly. 


“They just need to 
know that a lot of

Intervention is difficult, but 
necessary. 

With graduation ahead,

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In December 2003, the 
Food and Drug 


Administration recommended’ 


that the morning after pill, also 
known as or Plan B, be made 
available over the counter. The 
nation roared. 

Lee Terry, a Republican 
representative for Nebraska, 
- sent a letter to President Bush 
that opposed the FDA’s recom- 
mendation. Terry emphasized 
that widespread availability of 
the pill does not encourage 
adolescent sexual responsibili- 


Plan B was intended to be 
available over the counter in 
the spring. The decision has 
been again postponed, now 
with a hopeful conclusion to 
the debate by the beginning of 
June. 

Advocates, - such as 
Planned Parenthood, continue 
to fight for a non-prescription 
option, as the voices of the pill’s 
opponents become louder and 
more urgent. 

“Every woman should 
have a back-up of [Plan B] in 
their medicine cabinet,” said 
Beverly Todd-Nolte, commu- 
nication’s . advisor for 
Nebraska’s Planned 
Parenthood. “More accessibili- 


parental consent. Preventing it 
from going over the counter, 
Nolte emphasized, is affecting 
patients from all walks of life. 

“It’s a womans right,” 
Ginny Adams of the Women’s 
Resource Center .said in 
response to the potential over 
the counter availability. That 
statement seems to have been 
the resounding cry of advo- 
cates everywhere. 

There is a quieter side of 
the issue, however. 

“There is no arguing that ’’ 
it’s a womans right,” said 
Marcia Adler, coordinator of 
Student Health Services. “I just 
don’t know how safe this is.” 

Adler is worried about the 
effects this will have on chil- 
dren in incest or rape situa- 
tions. The younger girls that 


may normally have to consult 


with a physician, therefore 
making the physician aware of 
a terrible problem, will have no 
interaction to help them 
through a difficult situation. 

“They need to feel 
empowered to not allow their 
body to be taken advantage 
of,” Adler said. “Without that 
dialogue, what can they do?” 

What can they do? The 
nation will see, come early 
June. R

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UNO theater’s fall season 
offered up three distinctly dif- 
ferent yet remarkable shows. 
The shows gripped audiences 
tightly and asked them to look 
at not only themselves but at 
the world around them and 
really think about what they 
were seeing. From a girl look- 
ing at her life through flash- 
backs in How I Learned to Drive 
to 174 century McCarthyism 
in The Crucible and beyond into 
history, the theater department 
took audiences on a wild ride. 

Lil Bit (Stephanie Kidd) 
took the spotlight in How I 
Learned to Drive as a 30-some- 
thing coming to terms with her 
life. Through a series of flash- 
backs with minimal staging, Lil 
Bit confronts the unconvention- 
al relationship with her Uncle 
Peck (Kevin Bensley) and other 
experiences from childhood 
through maturity. Dealing with 
and understanding how each 
experience comes together, she 
and the audience began to 
learn about her life and what an 
intriguing life it is 

The familiar story of the 
Salem witch trials remains a 
historical story that is very often 
repeated through generations 
through similar mistakes. 
Arthur Miller’s The Crucible 
mirrored even today’s terrorist 
scare, where everyone is a pos- 
sible suspect and no one feels 
safe. In The Crucible, young 
girls’ exaggerations are respon- 
sible for the townspeople 
becoming paranoid and hunt- 
ing out possible dangers in peo- 
ple around them. The mass 
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hysteria is fanned into a flame 
by authority figures and soon 
no one is safe. The cast provid- 
ed rich historical accuracies and 
performances that chilled the 
blood. The play taught 
redemption, even in people 
who are often seen as unwor- 
thy. 

Beginning 
with the surprise 
assassination. of 
John E Kennedy, 
The Serpent 
alarmed audi- 
ences right from 
the get-go. The 
Serpent is not 
really a play at 
all, but rather 
performance art. 
This _ versatile 
and well-prac- 
ticed cast con- 
structed the 
dawn of man to 
the death with 
actors perform- 
ing more than 
one character at 
different times. 
The difficult and 
arresting show 
utilized body 
language, vocal 
pitch, visual 
emotion and 
concepts that 
made viewers 
truly wonder 
where their own 
motivation 
comes from. 

David 
Aubutrn’s  grip- 
ping drama Proof 
closed out the fall

semester with a tale about fam- 
ily, love, madness and mathe- 
matics. 

Each of these shows used 
the maximum effect of their 
characters rather than elaborate 
and brazen sets and props. The 
use of characters themselves as 
visual aids truly taxed the tal- 
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ents of the performers, but each 
of them stepped up to the chal- 
lenge and succeeded master- 
fully. The fall season expected 
its audiences to imagine and 
relate to places and times unlike 
their own yet hauntingly famil- 


lar. 
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During the 2004 spring 
semester, UNO theater med- 
dled in and manipulated the 
artistic dark side through the 
resurrection of two plays with 
uniquely edgy and uncomfort- 
able themes. Neil LaBute’s The 
Shape of Things and Sam 
Shepard’s Buried Child were 
both visually arresting and 
deeply personal, stirring up 
inadequate emotions _ that 
brought the shows right into 
the audience. 

A talented cast, lead by 
Director Nick Mazzuca and 
Production Manager John 
Gibler, told a story with Shape 
that anyone who has ever 
dated someone can relate to. 

“This is your basic boy 
meets girl, girl changes boy, girl 
destroys boy’s life story,” 
Mazzuca said. 

When. a smitten Adam 
meets Evelyn in the museum, 
cruel games are set up as the 
more confident and controlling 
Evelyn offers Adam the thing 
he doesn’t have and wants 
most: attention. Once snared, 
Evelyn begins a deliberate and 
steady transition of Adam 
from. frumpy lump to confi- 
dent and mildly desirable. A 
scary twist on feminism, The 
Shape of Things showed us 
what it feels like to be a posses- 
sion. 

LeBute also raises the 
question, as an artist, what are 
we willing to do for art? 
Evelyn’s malicious graduate 
thesis project repeats this ques- 
tion and its answers are pro- 
voking. Right to the very end, 
the cast took the audience 
through an uncomfortable 
ordeal. 

Nick Zadina headed up 
Buried Child as part of his grad- 
uate thesis project and like 
Shape, often left the audiences 


feeling any- 
thing but 
adjusted. Child 
is a comedy of 
menace, some- 
times very 
funny and at 
the same time 
containing a 
disturbing 
enigmatic qual- 
ity. Child is 
about a family 
living and hid- 
ing a terrible 
secret; this 
secret has man- 
ifésted through 
their physical 
appearances 
and personality 
flaws. The char- 
acter _—_ either 
forced the 
secret from their thoughts or 
buried their lives beneath it, 
ultimately dealing with it in 
their own way, and only some- 
times reacting to the family 
members. : 


The stage mingled with ’ 


the audience during Child, 
often bringing characters right 
into the middle of those watch- 
ing the drama unfold. With 
each interwoven moment 
unfurling and exposing a raw 
and unnatural content, you 
know something very bad is 
going to happen at the end and 
you just don’t want to see what 
it is. The actors and crew truly 
brought Shepard’s haunting 
vision to life. 

Everyone involved in 
both plays treated emotion and 
drama with confidence. They 
really understood the stories 
they were performing, allow- 
ing everyone watching to take 
from the subtle eerie themes 
what they would, never forc- 
ing an idea. Each play was 
masterfully delivered.

The books that were 
hot this year fell into four 
categories: Theology, polit- 
ical corruption, self-help 


and books made_ into 
movies. 
Religion ruled the 


bookshelves this year, even 
before the release of Mel 
Gibson’s The Passion of the 
Christ. A traditional fiction 
book spanning everything 
from the Holy Grail to the 
smile of Mona Lisa was 
Dan Brown’s The Da Vinci 
Code, a murder mystery, 
taking place in the Louvre 
Museum. The book 
debuted in March 2003 and 
is still on the bestseller list 
today. 

A popular book falling 
into the categories of reli- 
gion and self-help is Rick 
Warren’s ubiquitous The 
Purpose-Driven Life. This 
book will not die. Ever 
since its paperback release 
in October of last year, this 
book has had a choke hold 
on the population, even 


spawning a couple com- 


panion books. 

Books exposing the 
bumbling corruption of the 
Bush administration’s 
right-winged politics were 
big sellers this year. Liberal 
rabble-rouser Michael 
Moore released Dude, 
Where’s My Country?, a 
book that targets the usual 
Moore enemies like corpo- 
rate corruption, dissipation 
of civil rights and the war 
in Iraq. It’s a typical Moore 
book: Witty and clever, 
filled with equal parts 


heartfelt .stories and _ fire- 
and-brimstone rants. 
Hollywood dusted off 
many former bestsellers 
(The Girl with the Pearl 
Earring, The Lord of the 
Rings trilogy, The Runaway 
Jury, etc.), and made them 
popular again this year by 
turning them into movies. 
Though many of the 
movies did their literary 
counterparts justice, one 
book that makes a much 
better read is The House of 
Sand and Fog by Andre 


- Dubus III. House has a sim- 


ple plot about the owner- 
ship of a house written 
with beautiful prose and 
amazing insight from the 
perspective of two com- 
plex characters that are 
polar opposites. 

The Pulitzer winner 
for 2003 was Jeffrey 
Eugenides’ Middlesex. 
Some may remember the 
movie version of his 1993 
novel, The Virgin Suicides. 
By far the longest book that 
garnered mass appeal this 
year (aside from the Bible, 
of course), the 500 + page 
novel never gets dull and is 
a fast read. Middlesex’s 
accolades and popularity 
are completely justified, as 
it is a humorous and touch- 
ing tale that was written 
beautifully and intricately. 

The big sellers and hot 
topics overshadowed a few 
books this year, including 
Chuck Palahniuk’s Diary 
and Mark Haddon’s The 
Curious Incident of the Dog 
in the Night-Time.

Spring movies: A lot of comedy, few thrills

Along Came Polly, with 
Ben Stiller and Jennifer 
Aniston, is a_ harmless 
romantic comedy that focus- 
es on its half-realized charac- 
ters as opposed to its gags. 
Stiller steps out of his usual 
routine to create a guy with 
more depth and denial 
toward his own neurosis 
while Aniston is intermit- 
tently successful at playing a 
flake. 

From the creators of one 
of the best comedies in the 
last few years (Super 
Troopers), Broken Lizard’s Club 
Dread is an extremely eso- 
teric dissection of slasher 
film aesthetics. A couple 
laughs and likable characters 
aren’t enough unless you're 
both “with it” and have seen 
enough drive-in flicks to 
appreciate a massive inside 
joke. 

Eurotrip includes a really 
likable, surprisingly natura- 
listic group of teen actors 
(including Scott Mechlowicz 
and Michelle Trachtenberg). 
Appropriately juvenile as 
well as restrained, it’s a good 
time — a goofy follow up to 
Road Trip. 

That film, however, was 
handled by the best straight- 


up comedy director work- 
ing: Todd Phillips. His fol- 
low-up, Starsky and Hutch 
(like Old School and Road 
Trip) has a lot of replay value. 
Stiller’s Starsky is neurotic, 
pompous and self-assured. 
The Stiller-Owen Wilson 
chemistry becomes immacu- 
late, as elegant and divine as 
the angels who watched 
over this masterpiece of gay 
jokes and cocaine usage. 
Like Starsky and Hutch, 
The Ladykillers has a laid 
back, easy-going _ story. 
Tae Rta Non Se 
producer / writer / directors 
Joel and Ethan Coen’s requi- 
site back. and forth of street 
specific dialect, the dark 
comedy contains a lot of 


grins and a few good laughs. _ 


It's a lesser movie than the 
Coens’ other straight-up 
comedies — The Hudsucker 
Proxy, Raising Arizona and O 
Brother, Where Art Thou? — 
but it’s much better than 
their last effort, Intolerable. 
Cruelty. 

As for the spring’s other 
romantic comedies, Eternal 
Sunshine of the Spotless Mind 
is one of the best of the last 30 
years (the other two being 
Annie Hall and When Harry 
Met Sally...).

Hellboy doesn’t deliver 
comically, but it does visual- 
ly. The movie is somewhat 
hard to project into and the 
story feels much smaller 
than it should, but there is 
some cool dialogue, an atten- 
tion to visual character detail 
and a lot of fascinating back 
story. 

Dawn of the Dead is the 
best low-brow horror in 
years. Whereas the original's 
creator, writer / director 
George A. Romero was 
thinking about how America 
needed a socially important 
zombie film, the remake’s 
director, Zach Snyder, and 
Gunn, seem 
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philosophy -

games, pornography and 
drugs. Dawn turns out a 
trashy, sensationalistic, atten- 
tion-destroying classic. 

As for thrillers, both 
Secret Window and ‘Taking 
Lives end ridiculously. Lives 
is evenly hokey underneath 
its sleek surfaces, but 
Window is a smart, aestheti- 
cally impressive film com- 
pletely underscored by a 
slapdash twist. 

The Passion of the Christ is 
undeniably powerful, but 
the movie is historically and 
theistically questionable. The 
most inappropriate liberties 
are taken of Jesus, who 
comes across as demanding, 
self-righteous and wrathful — 
a better character description 
of co-writer/director Mel 
Gibson than of a man more 
than a billion consider the 
Son of God. &

For superficial thrills, The 
Texas Chainsaw Massacre and 
Underworld didn’t gum up the 
works with substance or

Big Fish 
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Beautiful, both visually 
and emotionally, Tim Burton’s 
Big Fish was wellacted by a 
top-list cast (including Billy 


Crudup and Albert Finney). 


The final truth is missing, but 
its mourning is as genuine and 
appropriate as real life. 

The sea voyage epic 
Master and Commander was 
poetic, esoteric and smart — a 
masterpiece of story and 
restraint. 

Driven by aesthetics to 
construct the feeling of living 
post-addiction (an interrupted 
flow of memories missing the 
appropriate connections), the 
pretensions of 27 Grams out- 
weighed its message. 

Matchstick Men was lucki- 
er. Moving and charming, the 
ending’s nihlistic nonsense is 
worth the payoff —a good con. 

In the “Please Give Me an 
Academy Award” category, 
The Last Samurai wins ina land- 
slide over Cold Mountain. The

It had been a good sea- 
son for the Maverick track 
and field team. Heading into 
the North Central Conference 
Championships, most of the 
top-rated athletes in the UNO 
program had set NCAA 
Division II provisional quali- 
fying marks. When it came to 
the NCC meet though, only 
seven qualified, a disappoint- 
ing number considering the 
success of the team over the 
course of the season. 

Sarah Menghini was a 
clear leader for UNO. She 
won her 400-meter dash at 
the NCC meet. Then she led 
the 1600-meter relay team toa 
first-place showing at the 


NCC. Joining her on the team 
were Laura Gass, Amanda 
Mahan and Ashley Freeman. 
Freshman sensation Laverne 
Monger was chosen as the 
alternate forthe relay. 

Kalyn Byers also placed 
first at the NCC. She won the 
high jump competition. 
Foluso Makinde (long jump) 
and Mandy Neneman (60- 
meter hurdles) also qualified 
for the NCAA meet. 

At the tournament, 
UNO faltered for the only 
time all season. Having seven 
competitors in five events, the 
Mavs saw only one come 
back from Boston with an All- 
American title. 


Kalyn Byers’s fourth- 
place showing earned her 
that title, but she could not be 
joined by the relay team. They 
were leading until the final 
lap when they were disquali- 
fied. Mandy Neneman 
placed ninth in the 60-meter 
hurdles. 

Once the snow melted 
and teams moved outdoors, 
the Mavericks picked up 
where they left off before 
NCCs.

With 90 seconds left 
against North Dakota, UNO 
freshman Andy’Severson had 
the kick of which every kicker 
dreams. Tied at 35, he had a 32- 
yard field goal opportunity 
that would have given the 
Mavericks its first lead of the 
game, and likely the North 
Central Conference champi- 
onship. The Mavs finished 9-3 
on the year and 5-2 in the NCC. 
A win over Nebraska-Kearney 
gave them the first-ever 
Victory Bell. 

UNO dropped the game, 
but took second in the confer- 
ence, led by senior leadership 
of Ryan Krause and Justin 
Kammrad. Krause has helped 
UNO make a transition to a 
more balanced offense by 
catching 67 passes for 1,066 


yards. He also scored 11 touch- 


downs on the season en route 
to becoming NCC’s most valu- 
able receiver. Krause is expect- 
ed to be an NFL prospect and a 
likely draft pick. 

-Kammrad. finally got on 
track, after injuries hampered 
him during his career. He 
rushed for a school record and 
NCAA Division II leading 
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1,855 yards this season, scoring 
14 times. He ended the season 
with four straight 200+ yard 
rushing games including 308 
in the final game. That mark 
broke the UNO single-game 
record he had set in 2000, his 
first season, of 239 yards. The 
running back finished third in 
Harlon Hill Award voting. The 
Harlon Hill is given to the most 
outstanding player in Division 
Il. Kammrad is UNO’s first 
finalist in school history. He 
was also named to the 
American Football Coaches 
Association Division If All- 
American team and was the 
NCC’s most valuable offensive 
back. 

The Mavs beat rival 
Nebraska-Kearney for the 
inaugural Victory Bell. They 
then traveled to Indiana, Pa. to 
drop a heartbreaker to Indiana 
University of Pennsylvania by 
a field goal with three seconds 
left. 

The Mavs recorded four 
straight wins, including a 62-21 
drumming of Minnesota State- 
Moorhead and 340 rout of 
South Dakota in Vermillion. 
The Mavs finished the season 
without a home loss. R

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Nota ball had been tipped 
before the team had its first hic- 
cup. Freshman Haley Fries 
was lost for the season with a 
broken leg while playing for 
the Maverick soccer team in the 
NCAA Division II semifinals. 
Sophomore transfer Tracie 
Hemphill returned to Texas 
before the first game, depleting 
an already thin front line. 
UNO’s roster did not sport a 
single senior, leaving juniors 
Chelsie Groslie, Lindsey 
Petersen and Raina Tasa as the 
team’s senior-most members. 
Groslie and Tasa were later 
ruled out through injury, 
though, leaving Petersen as the 
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only upperclassman. 

The season started posi- 
tively as the Mavericks beat 
Wayne State 6658 in 
Vermillion, S.D. The win, 
though, would be the team’s 
only one against Division II 
opposition in 23 tries. Wins 
over NAIA foes William Penn, 
College of St. Mary and Briar 
Cliff gave the Mavs a4-8 record 
going into NCC play, but a 
league with half of its members 
in the nation’s top 15 was hard- 
ly aplace for a team still finding 
its way. 

Freshman Andrea 
Schoepf hit seven of 10 three- 
pointers during the team’s con- 
ference opener, but UNO still 
fell 85-71 at Augustana. The 
Mavs showed signs of life three 
weeks later in a 77-63 loss at 
South Dakota, but the team fell 


flat the following week in a 63- 
47 home loss to the Coyotes. 

UNO had a five-game 
home stand to close out the sea- 
son that started with an 86-67, 
win over Doane. The Mavs 
then made No. 9 North Dakota 
sweat before eventually losing 
70-58 to the Fighting Sioux. 
UNO's defense allowed 191 
points in losses to North 
Dakota State and South 
Dakota State, though, leaving 
the team with one chance to 
send Carlsen out a winner. 

Only 3:10 stood between 
the Mavs and a season-cap- 
ping win, but Augie spoiled 
the script by scoring the last 
eight points to win 78-75. 
Fourteen players are slated to 
return to the 2004-05 roster, but 
the name of their coach is still 
unknown. 
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In only its seventh season 
of existence, UNO’s swim team 
scored its fifth top-ten finish at 
the NCAA Division II 
Swimming and _ Diving 
Championships. The Mavs 
placed tenth, failing to top its 
ninth place completion in 2008. 

The championship was 
March 10-13, 2004 in Buffalo, 
N.Y. The Mavericks sent four 
individual swimmers, one 
diver and three relay teams to 
the championships. They were 
eligible to compete in 18 of the 
41 events. Although they didn’t 
surpass last year’s finish, the 
Mavs extended their streak of 
national top-ten finishes to five. 

Sarah Clark finished ninth 
in the 50-yard freestyle and thir- 
teenth in the 200-yard freestyle. 
The 200-yard medley relay 
team of Clark, Stacy Croo 
Ashley Renshaw and Martina 
Zamecnik also took ninth in 


their event. The 200-yard 
freestyle team of Zamecnik, 
Bridgette Schram, Lisa 
Wembhoff and Clark finished 
seventh. The 400-yard medley 
team of Clark, Renshaw, 
Veronica Barna and Crook fin- 
ished eleventh. 

Barna and Renshaw fin- 
ished 11th and 12th, respective- 
ly, in the 400-yard individual 
medley.
